REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


At the Chandler Hill Cemetery the grass has been cut 
twice; the church lot has been cultivated and seeded with oat 
and grass seed, but because of the severe drought the grass died 
out and the ground will need to be plowed and seeded again this 
spring. The workmen finished laying the front wall but did 
not quite finish the pointing; a wire fence was put by the road- 
side of William Apt’s land to replace the stone wall there which 
he and Mrs. Apt gave for use at the cemetery. 


The Fulton Memorial paths were extended, but will need 
more gravel to complete them. Through the generosity of Mr. 
William Fulton of Waterbury, Conn. and of Miss Mabel Stewart 
of Flint, Michigan, a number of shrubs have been planted to 
beautify the grounds. We expect the work to go forward in the 
spring. The commissioners are handicapped in getting very 
much work done in any one year owing to the lack of help as 
the road work takes most of the workmen in town during the 
time of year when work should be done on the cemeteries. 


At the Christian Hill cemetery the preliminary work of 
cutting the brush which had nearly covered the cemetery ground 
was done by local citizens who were interested in the work. 
About half the cemetery has been plowed and the roots of the 
brush cleared out and we hope in another year to complete the 
work of plowing, cleaning and seeding the whole ground. We 
thank all who have assisted in the work and wish to acknowledge 
the gift of ten dollars from Mrs. Grace Carr for this purpose.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 


accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 
31, 1930, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments, were examined, checked, and verified. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the selectmen were com- 
pared with the records of licenses granted, and the payments 
to the treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were com- 
pared with the records in the departments collecting money for 
the town and with the other sources from which money was 
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paid into the town treasury. The payments were checked with 
the warrants of the selectmen authorizing the treasurer to dis- 
burse town funds. 


_ The cash book additions were verified and the bank balances 
were proved with statements received from the banks. 


The accounts of the tax collector were examined and check- 
ed. The taxes of 1928 and 1929, outstanding at the time of the 
previous examination, were audited. 


The commitment lists of the 1930 poll, property, and motor 
vehicle excise taxes were added and proved with the warrants 
of the assessors, the collections were checked, and the payments 
to the treasurer were verified. 


The abatements were compared with the assessors’ record 
of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 


A further verification of the outstanding taxes was obtained 
by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies 
received, it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The appropriations, as voted by the town, were compared 
with the town clerk’s record of town meetings, and a comparison 
which was made with the aggregate amount charged against 
each appropriation showed that expenditures have been kept 
within the sums voted by the town. 


The transfers from the reserve fund to the several appropri- 
ations were checked with the records of the finance committee 
authorizing such transfers. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were com- 
pared with the records of licenses granted. The payments to 
the county treasurer and the Division of Fisheries and Game, 
respectively, were verified, and the cash on hand was proved. 


The surety bonds of the town clerk, treasurer, and tax col- 
lector for the faithful performance of their duties were examined 
and were found to be in proper form. 


The receipts of the sealer of weights and measures were com- 
pared with the records of work done, and the payments to the 
treasurer were verified. 


The records of the several departments sending out bills for 
collection were checked. The charges, collections, and the out- 
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standing accounts were listed, the payments to the treasurer 
being compared with the treasurer’s records of receipts. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold 
Memorial Library were examined. The recorded receipts, in- 
cluding the income earned by the library trust funds, were 
checked, and the payments were verified by an examination of 
approved bills and cancelled checks on file. The bank balance 
was proved with a statement received from the bank. 


The securities, including savings bank books representing 
the Library Trust Fund investments in the custody of the library 
treasurer, and of the Davenport Relief Fund in the custody of 
the town treasurer, were personally examined and listed. The 
income was proved and the payments were verified. 


Ledger accounts were compiled and analyzed, a trial balance 
was taken off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on December 31, 1930. There are also appended tables showing 
a reconciliation of the town treasurer’s and library treasurer’s 
cash, summary tables showing the tax and departmental ac- 
counts, as well as tables showing the trust fund transactions. 

While engaged in making the audit, I received the co- 
operation of all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assist- 
ants and for myself, | wish to express appreciation.
